IT has long been the custcm of those who un. 
dertake the publication of newspapers, at the 
commencement, to make great professions of 
impartiality and candor ; but so seldom are those

SIR, 
Through the medium of your paper, I must 
beg leave to offer a few observations to the consi- 
deration of the public. From their nature it 
will be readily seen, that they are more immedi- 
ately addressed, to those of my fellow-citizens, 
who are commonly styled Republicans. Retir- 
ed in my habits, and averse to discussions of a 
public nature, I seldom suffer the political occur- 
rences of the day to interrupt my occupation. 
But there certainly are occasions that will justify 
a departure from the ordinary rules of life, and 
demand from every upright man, a candid avow-

al of his opinions. Zealous in the cause of free-

‘nity which I respeét, I cannot view with indiffer- 


ence, the operation of measures which in their 
consequences may materially affect their political 
welfate. A sincere friend to republicanism, and 
the present order of things, [ have beheld with 
some concern the transactions -which have lately 
transpired; transactions, which have excited the 
speculations of some individuals, and the indigna- 
tion of others; the regret of prudent men, and 
the triumph of the enemies to freedom. Wher 
impressions of a dangerous, and insidious nature 
have been made upon the public mind, and the 
community agitated in every part; when suspi- 
cions and foul calumnies have been industriously 
circulated, whereby distrust and dissatisfaction 
have every where been generated; when all the 
passions of the human heart have been called into 
action, and friénds have been arrayed against each 
other; I shall not apologize, for humbly attempt- 
ing to investigate the source of those numerous 
mischiefs. When the influence of circumstances 
like thesé, is extending its effets in every direc 
tion, it will perhaps be useful to institute an in- 
quiry into the causes that have produced them. 
This I shall endeavor to do with frankness; my 
opinions shall be delivered with decency and can- 
dor. Free from the influence of political broils, 
unruffled by party Spirit, indifferent to the op- 
probrious epithets that have been indiscriminate 

lavithed spon the geiehod aad the worthy, I 
shall scrutinize with impartiality the characters 
and conduct of the men, with whom have origi- 
nated the evils that afflict us. Their motives and 
views I shall endeavor to develope, and examine 
what monstfous madness it is, that with unguard- 
ed industry, is scattering the seeds of ruin thro” 
the land. ‘The men, who have heedlessly disturb- 
ed the “ universal placidne$s that reigned over 
the nation,” will be pointed out; and if it shall 
appear, that they have eventually sported with the 
public confidence, that uncommon malevolence 
and unwarranted jealousy ‘ mirigle with the no~ 
ble and elevated motives” that actuate them, they 
will receive, I am persuaded, from a discreet and 
generous community, that censure, which their 
conduct merits, and their wicked views will am- 
ply justify. 

Upon taking a retrospective view of past scenes 
of the dangers from which the countty has but 
just escaped, of the perilous condition to which 
we had been reduced by the rashness of a weak 
administration; an administration that steadily 
pursued the most pernicious measures, and hur- 


ried us down the precipice of destruction, with a 
rapidity perhaps unequalled in the annals of the 


most corrupt governments in Europe. Upon re- 
colle€ting the toils that are past, and the faithful 
efforts of every friend to freedom, to save us from 
impending ruin; cold indeed must they be, who 
can remain unmoved spectators of conduct, that 
tends directly to reconsign us to the same unhap- 
py state, to destroy that harmony among republi- 
catis, and that unity of action, by which alone the 
cause of freedom became triumphant, and which 
alone can preserve the blessings it has produced. 
Insensible must they be to the prevalence of their 
principles, who can witness with indifference, the 
most iniquitous attempts, to dissolve the bond of 
union, that conneéts the republicans of evety 





‘dom, and anxious for the happiness of a commu- 





state, and binds the elements of our governments 
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together. When conduct is daily exhibited, in- 
volving in its consequences those pernicious ten- 
dencies, when objects are professed, and mo- 
tives avowed manifestly insuilicientto justify these 
hazardous and incautious proceedings, it behoves 
us to examine with attention, to inve-tigate with 
some precision, the source from which they 1s- 
sue. Whether the motives are honourable and 
pratriotic, or whether there are not some secret 
springs, some concealed dictator:, that animate 
the ostensible agents in-their work of ruin; some 
hearts black with uncommon malice, that would 
hazard the welfare of the community, the free- 
dom of the country, to gratify personal envy. 
Who, forgetfu! of the past, and carele.s of the 
future, know no principal of action, but the ac- 
complishment of their own ambitious purposes. 
If in the cour-e of my remarks, I shall satisfacto- 
rily shew, that there are such men among us ; 
men who, regardless of the public good, seek on- 
ly to monopolize the-honors of the state, and ele- 
vate them-elves upon the ruin of every individual 
who is able and disposed to check their career of 
wickedness ; I do believe that the public will du- 
ly appreciate their efforts, and frown with seve- 
rity upon their unbridled insolence. 

To every discreet and reflecting member of 
society, the proceedings we have lately witnes- 
sed, must appear as injudicious as they are odi- 
ous. They will ere long prostrate the proud pre- 
tensions of the prevailing party, and by involving 
theadministration in inextricable difficulties, con- 
firm the reproaches of it; enemies, and hasten the 
period of its dissolution. Wild and desperate dis- 
sensions will alienate the affections of the peo- 
ple, who disgusted with confusion, and dreading 
the evils of licentiousness, will seek relief in a 
change of men. The evils produced by a few 
worthless individuals, will (no matter how erro- 
necusly) be ascribed to the system of policy pur- 
Sued by men in power. Impressions like these, 
encouraged and prepagated hy designing men, 
will gain upon the credulity of the people, and 


give currency to errors, calculated to produce dis- 
satisfaction with the administration—if not to 
suspicions that there are fundamental errors in 
the government. 

These poisons once infused into the minds of 
men, will extend their influence from the one ex- 
tremity of the union to the other; increasing in 
activity and virulence with their circulation, until 
the strength of the republican party, diminished 
by divisions,,sinks into contempt; while the ad- 
ministration, enervated by the indifference of its 
friends, and disrespected abroad, must yield to the 


‘arts and incessant assaults of its subtle, and inde- 


fatigable enemies. That these consequences may 
ultimately be apprehended, from the dissentions, 
land controver,ies, which some desperate and ma- 
ignant men have industriously attempted to in- 
troduce, I think no reasonable man can doubt : 
and as they are sincerely to be deprecated, the ef- 
forts of every genuine republican topreventthem, 
should be commensurate with the evils they may 
engender. In the .ame degree as they would be 


deemed calamitou; tothe welfare of the nation, 
should be the efforts uf every patriot, to arrest its 


poison in its incipient operations, to punish the 
author:, by the deci.ive expression of the public 
indignation, and by embarking in a common 
cause, produce a common good, secure the pow- 
er of the present administration, and thereby the 
liberty and happiness of our common country. 
The:e con.iderations, it was natural to suppose, 
would have had some influence in determining 
the measures of those, who have fal-ely and wick- 
edly sounded the toc:in of alarm. But they have 
boldly set consequce: at defiance, and with flagi- 
tious levity, overleaped the bounds of reason, jeo- 
pardizing the power of the party and the safety 
of the people. What degree of wisdom has been 
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displayed, how far prudence and political sagaci- 
ty, have influenced them, the event niust deter- 
mine. 

Hitherto the champions of this dark and de:- 
picable faction, who in hopes of plunder, have 
con pired against social order, and the peace of 
the country, have pursued their machinations 
with impanity. But the confines of their re- 
treats shill be explored, and scenes of villainy 
pourtrayel, that will imperiously demand the con- 
demnatior of society. The purity of their mo- 
tives shallbe tested, not by their professions, but 
by facts. Their intentions I shall be enabled 
faithfully to delineate, by a knowledge of the 
principles upon which they act. Having done 
this, having torn the veil, that conceals their de- 
formity, and: * stript them of their plumage,” 
the public will be called to decide upon their col- 
lective, a3 well as their individual merit.

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Tue general views with which this paper has 
been established, are detailed in the prospectus. 
The Editor wishes it to be distinctly understood, 
that the columns of the “ Corrector,” shall be 
devoted exclusively to the diffusion of political 
information. ‘The encouragement and circula- 
tion which have been given to the calumnies of a 
foreign vagabond, render it necessary that some 
effectual measures should be adopted to repel his 
attacks, to detect the falshoods which he utters, 
and expose the baseness of his views.

Neither the characters of individuals; neither the 
political nor religious establishment of our coun- 
try shall be assailed with impunity. In support 
of this cause, all true friends to the Constitution 
should unite. The period has arrived, when 
every patriot should devote his talents to the de- 
fence of sound principles. Indifference cannot 
be allowed. 

That ‘ paverty of soul” which shrinks from 
public combat, is criminal, and deserves chas- 
tisement. ‘There are many who know that the 
crisis is important, but have neither spirit to 
avow their sentiments, nor firmness to resist the 
torrent with which it is their duty to contend. 
The fear of abuse paralizes their exertions. They 
either shrink from the red which is suspended 
over them by the base tool of a corrupt and in- 
famous master, or are borne down by the dread 
of assassination, ‘‘inthe unsuspecting moments of 
sleep.” These timid patriots shall be called forth 
and driven totheir side. I want open friends or 
open foes. Jf vice must be suffered to prevail, and 
villainy to ride triumphant over every thing good 
and valuable among us, let us know, at least who 
are base enough to. submit tamely to these evils, 
or who have virtue enough to oppose them. It 
must not be understood, however, that my in- 
tention is to commence a wanton attack upon 
private reputation, when no provocation has been 
given, by the individual, or thespress which he 





supports. ‘This establishment has been produced 
by the mode in which one of the papers in this 
city has been conducted, and the language of the 
Editor will be determined by that of his oppo- 
nents. ‘The falshoods which have unceasingly 
issued from that press, shall be faithfully ex- 
posed—and, in due time, I hope to correc? the 
errors of those who have been the victims of 
fraud and imposition, and chastise the wickedness 
of others. With this object in view, I shall 
steadily pursue my labor, uninfluenced by the 
sentiments of others; unawed by the menaces 
of power. It is to be hoped, that the pat- 
rons of Cheetham, will compel him to refrain 
from the gross and shameful personalities in 
which he has hitherto indulged. If they do not; 
they ar¢ assured that I shall retaliate with en; 
creased severity. It is with great reluctance 
this species of warfare is undertaken, but when 
it is recollected what degree of provocation has 
been given, I hope it will be justified by the pub- 
lic, upon the principles of self-defence.
